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1. WE HAVE PICKED UP RECENTLY SOME SIGNS OF GIVE ON INDIAN 
POSITION WITH REGARD TO WILLINGNESS ACCEPT CONTROLS ON 
NUCLEAR EXPORTS. INDIAN DISARMAMENT AMBASSADOR MISHRA 
(WHO IS IN U.S. FOR UNGA) TOLD KAHAN (S/P) ON OCTOBER 18 

THAT ALTHOUGH OPPOSED TO DISCRIMINATION NPT CONTROLS, CON- 
SISTENT WITH INDIAN ACCEPTANCE OF IAEA SAFEGUARDS ON IMPORTED 
NUCLEAR MATERIALS (AS DISTINCT FROM INDIGENOUS NUCLEAR 
PROGRAMS), SO INDIA IS PREPARED TO APPLY IAEA SAFEGUARDS ON 
ITS NUCLEAR EXPORTS. MISHRA ALSO REPEATED TO KAHAN EARLIER 
ASSURANCES THAT INDIA WILL NOT HELP OTHERS OBTAIN INDEPENDENT 
NUCLEAR EXPLOSIVE CAPABILITIES. HOWEVER, NOTING THAT INDIA 
HAS ACCEPTED IAEA SAFEGUARDS ON ITS NUCLEAR-RELATED IMPORTS, 
MISHRA URGED THAT U.S. SHOULD REFRAIN FROM ASKING INDIA TO 
PUT IAEA SAFEGUARDS ON ALL ITS NUCLEAR FACILITIES. MISHRA 
HAD NOTHING TO ADD ON FURTHER ASSURANCES TO PAKISTAN, AND 
MISHRA WONDERED WHY PAKISTAN HAS NOT RATIFIED LTBT. 

2. DURING CALL ON ATHERTON OCTOBER 21 (STATE 231892) INDIAN 
CHARGE GONSALVES MADE SAME POINT AS MISHRA ABOUT INDIAN 
WILLINGNESS TO IMPOSE NONDISCRIMINATORY EXPORT CONTROLS. 
TALKING LATER WITH KUX (NEA/INS) GONSALVES SAID THAT HE 
THOUGHT INDIA WOULD BE PREPARED TO AGREE TO IAEA CONTROLS ON 
SENSITIVE EXPORTS SINCE IAEA SYSTEM IS NON-DISCRIMINATORY.
